PENNSYLVANIA STATE LEGISLA- 
TURE. 



Bill for the Protection of Firemen 
Became a Law April 21, 1921. 



]t shall be unlawful for any person 
except a person, connected with a duly 
constituted Tire department to drive at 
an excessive rate of speed to any fire 
or to race with any fire apparatus to 
any fire. It shall be unlawful for any 
persons to park any motor vehicle with- 
in one thousand feet on the same street 
of any fire other than such motor ve- 
hicles as may belong to any fire de- 
partment or as may be used by any 
person connected with any fire depart- 
ment. It shall be unlawful for any 
person to drive any motor vehicle over 
any line of hose which for the time be- 
ing is being used for the purpose of 
extinguishing any tire. It shall be the 
duty of the driver of any motor ve- 
hicle upon hearing the approach of any 
fire apparatus from either direction to 
immediately bring his motor vehicle to 
a stand still on his or her right hand 
side of the road or street, and to re- 
main standing until such apparatus has 
passed his or her motor vehicle. This 
act shall not apply to any ambulance or 
police patrol. Nor shall any person be 
held to have violated the provisions of 
this act with regard to parking if the 
act of parking was done prior to the 
commencement of such fire. 

Any person violating the provisions 
of this act shall upon conviction in a 
summary proceeding before a justice of 
the peace or alderman be sentenced to 
pay a fine of twenty-five dollars.

1021.

SOME FIGURES ABOUT THE MUSCA 

DOMESTIC A, FLYDOM'S WORST 

DISEASE SPREADER 



A general description has been sent 
out to all residents of the Main Lino 
by the General Fly Campaign Com- 
mittee of one of the greatest murderers 
of infants known to science. The 
description is of Musca Domestica, com- 
monly known as the house fly. 

He should not be confused with the 
biting house, blue bottle, green bottle, 
little house, vinegar, cheese, fruit, or 
latrine flies, because he is the greatest 
spreader of disease and destroyer of 
life in all flydoin. 

He is difficult to catch because his 
head is occupied by several thousand 
eyes. The proboscis protuding . from 
the under and back part of the head is 
the most interesting part of the fly. 
Suction is performed by the pharynx 
and the substance is drawn into the 
oesophagus, to be continued through the 
narrow neck into the thorax. If the 
food is solid it must first be dissolved 
through the action of saliva secreted 
by the salivary glands or reduced to 
very minute particles. 

From the crop food is frequently 
regurgitated, appearing a.t the month 
parts in the form of small globules, to 
be again devoured at the insect \s lei- 
sure. It is tiiis habit of regurgitation, 
or vomiting, which renders Hies ex- 
tremely objectionable from a sanitary 
standpoint, particularly as the stom- 
ach contents are obtained in most in- 
stances from filth and garbage. 

Nearly all flies 1 treed in organic hit It. 
The swarm of flies invariably seen 
about places of this character during 
the summer season is an indication that 
not only feeding but actual propaga- 
tion is in process. 

The range of flight of house flies is 
ordinarily not great. They probably 
seldom travel more than half a mile 
from their breeding place unless carried 
by the winds, and usually therefore 
remain within 'JOn or .'H)(J yards of thei. 
point of origin. Therefore, if flies are 
found in a particular neighborhood it is 
far proof -that they developed in the 
immediate vicinity. 

If residents of the Main Line discover 
flies in any quantity, they are urged 
to telephone Ardmore H:!7, and the 
Committee will send the inspector, who 
will try to have the breeding place 
cleaned up. 



DEPARTMENT OF FORESTRY OF- 
FERS FREE EDUCATION. 



Harrisburg, Pa., May 25.— A free ed- 
ucation in forestry is offered the young 
men of Pennsylvania by the State De- 
partment of Forestry. Gifford Pinchot, 
the Chief Forester, today announced 
that competitive examinations will be 
held June ]« and 17, at Harrisburg, for 
free scholarships to tue State Forest- 
Academy, at Mont Alto. 

The ten highest men will be appoint- 
ed to the Forest Academy, where they 
will begin their study of forestry next 
September. A further test of six weeks ' 
work will be given on one of the State 
forests. 

Young men between the ages of 18 
and 25 who have completed a four 
years' high school course and who have 
had pxperience in farming,' lumbering, 
surveying and other forms of outdoor 
work, are particularly desired. The 
scholarships provide free tuition, board, 
room and laundry. Upon successful 
completion of . the course, which in- 
cludes thorough and practical training, 
a degree in forestry will.be awarded.

THE ECONOMIC VALUE OF BIRDS. 



The Flycatchers. 

Like the swallows, the flycatchers 
feed on the wing, and are very useful 
because of their consumption of winged 
insects. 

Most of us know the phoebe, the most 
familiar member of tliis family, and we 
all remember the thrill we feel when 
we wake some morning in March and 
know by her plaintive cry that the 
phoebe is here again. 

To the phoebe, el ick -bee ties, May 
beetles and grasshoppers are choice 
morsels. She also enjoys the locust 
leaf miner, that pest which sometimes 
blasts the locust trees over wide areas, 
as if by fire, and she feeds on many 
varieties of flies that annoy our cattle. 
Since the phoebe raise two broods each 
season, of from four to six young, they 
deserve our gratitude ami protect ion. 

The kingbird, tfr bee bird as the 
farmers call him, has been shot in the 
past as a robber of the hives. Now 
science has proven that the percentage 
of bees eaten is very small and that the 
great majority of those are drones, and 
not workers. Moreover, the kingbirds 
eat the small fly that attacks honey 
bees, so their bad reputation is un- 
founded. 

The kingbird has a great aversion to 
hawks and crows, so their small feath- 
ered neighbors are sure of protection 
against these enemies. I have often 
seen a crow in full flight before the at- 
tacks of two kingbirds, only half his 
size. 

To see the other most common mem- 
bers of the flycatcher family, the great- 
crested and the pee wee, we must visit 
the woods, and fortunate indeed is the 
one who finds the peewee's nest. Be- 
cause of her habit of ornamenting it 
with lichens, it is one of the most beau- 
tiful nests known. 

The pee wee resembles her sister, the 
phoebe, but is smaller and of more re- 
tiring habits. The kingbird can be 
identified by his dark back, light 
breast and the white tips to his tail 
feathers. All the members of this fam- 
ily can be easily recognized by their 
peculiar habit of darting suddenly into 
the air from a dead branch in pursuit 
of their food and quickly returning to 
their perch to watch again.
